BELIEVED THEY WILL ATTEND

FRANCE AND 
ITALY 
WILL NEVER CONSENT TO 
ABOLITION OF SUBS 
London, Oct. 9.—(U.R)—France, Italy 
and Japan are expected by 
political 
observers here to accept the call for 
a five-power naval disarmament con 
ference, but it was agreed generally 
today that France and Italy 
never 
would consent to total 
abolition 
of 
submarines. 
Publication of the text of the invi 
tation sent out by Arthur Henderson 
secretary for foreign affairs, was ac 
companied by much 
editorial 
com 
ment on the probable reaction from 
the three nations included with the 
United States and Great Britain. 
The newspapers expressed opinions 
that the invitation would be accepted 
and that the conference undoubtedly 
would result in all around reduction 
of armaments In the major categories 
In discussing the fourth clause of 
the invitation, which suggested 
the 
“desirability of securing the total abo­ 
lition of the submarine, however, the 
editorial pointed out that France and 
Italy could raise legitim ate objections. 
Financially limited in their ability 
to indulge in any extensive cruiser or 
battleship program, both these powers 
would insist that retention 
of 
the 
lighter craft, including the submarine, 
w as absolutely essential to the secur­ 
ity of their lines of communications, 
it w as predicted.

The fam ous 
Indian chem ist, Sir 
Jagadish 
Bose, 
just returned from Europe, claimed 
today the discovery of 
a 
powerful 
heart stim ulant which he asserts will 
restore life afte r cessation of heart 
action. 
Sir Jag ad ish ’s discovery, which he 
contends will go a long way tow ard 
conquering death, is derived from a 
plant found in the H im alaya m oun­ 
tains. 
H e said It would render the 
known h eart stim ulants, 
strychnine 
and digitalis, ineffective. 
He already has perform ed experi­ 
m ents w ith the drug on several pati­ 
ents 
suffering 
from 
heart 
trouble, 
claim ing th a t It is 
non-injurlous 
to 
cardiac 
tissues. 
Experiments 
also 
were conducted on a poisoned 
frog 
which was revived after the injection 
of a few drops of the plant extract.

W ith his charming daughter, Mise 
Ishbel, he starts a leisurely homeward 
journey tomorrow to prepare for the 
convening of the Ave power naval con­ 
ference in London next January, Invi­ 
tations to which were published oday. 
Since they leave for Philadelphia at 
9 a. rn. tomorrow, the prime m inister 
as toed to be received at the W hite 
House at 6 p. rn. today to take formal 
leave. 
T<hIs will mark the official end of the 
m ission undertaken by MacDonald to 
"narrow the Atlantic” and to encour­ 
age "moral solidarity” of the British 
and. American 
peoples, though the 
president will see AlacDonald infor­ 
m ally at Secretary of State Stimson1* 
staii; dinner later in the evening. 
This farewell was preceded by a full 
program for the prime minister, one 
of his most important engagement* 
bel nig the tea date with Senator Ack)rah, 
chairman of the foreign relations com­ 
m ittee at the British embassy at 5:80 
p. n). 
The Idaho senator, an outstanding 
propagandist of freedom of th* ***** 
and MacDonald are old friend* end 
are expected to have mueh to disepaa. 
Other engagem ents on th* prim* 
m inister’s list included the acceptance 
of an honorary doctor of law degree 
from George W aehington university; 
a luncheon by the oversea# writers and 
a trip to lay wreaths on the tomb Of 
George W ashington and the unknown 
soldier. 
Indications 
have 
developed 
that 
though Mr. Hoover and the prime min­ 
ister are talking of lofty, broad poli­ 
cies, they also are considering prac­ 
tical details. During the last 24 hours 
the president has conferred frequently 
with Secretary of State Stimson, Un­ 
der Secretary Cotton and Secretary Of 
Navy Adams. 
Some here believe a 
still further reduction in cruiser lim­ 
its, below those recently agreed upon, 
is likely. 
A joint statement by the president 
and the prime minister which will out­ 
line to the world the questions which 
have been uppermost in their minds 
since the pair sat. on the moss covered 
log over the creek at the president’s 
Rapidan fishing camp, is expected.

Worthington, Oct. 9.—(UR)—Turning 
uside from serious international prob­ 
lems, Prim e M in ste r MacDonald to­ 
day received an honorary degree of 
doctor of lawn from George W ashing­ 
ton university and rtpoke In a fatherly 
vein to the senior class on every day 
problem s of life. 
"One word I should Uke to say,” 
M acDonald said. 
"You never can ac­ 
quire anything in this world without 
purchasing it- purchasing it by your 
own will and effort. 
You may attain 
high state office. 
It will never come 
to you as a gift. 
You may attain a 
high place in business, your name may 
be emblazoned in the newspapers and 
o ther distinctions m ay come to you. 
They are at the end of a long, hard 
road th at only . men and women of 
ability and energy can traverse.” 
M acDonald appeared to be speaking 
deep from his heart in describing the 
personal cost of success. 
He seemed 
w eary from the intense strain of his 
epochal peace mission as he stood in 
cap and gown, slightly stooping as if 
from fatigue. 
■ T h o u g h not a university man, Mac­ 
Donald addressed the students in dic­ 
tion which would credit any dean. 
■ ”I have been asked to say some­ 
thing,” M acDonald said. 
“What can 
say? I never attended a university— 
unfortunately. I am like those of you 
who had to attain education in their 
spare hours. 
But, ah, my colleagues, 
hope you will never forget that the 
finest education is that attained by la­ 
bor and toil and saving—saving not 
so m uch money as time and oppor­ 
tunity.” 
Acknowledging the honor conferred 
upon him, the prime m inister eeid: “I 
take it these robes embody the appre­ 
ciation of this university for all those 
who have died to promote the cause 
of peace in the world.

The Same Alma Mater 


BECAUSE of their beginnings, so similar in self-dependence, 
Herbert Hoover and Rartisay MacDonald have been meeting on 
common ground—that of men whose largest interest is in human 
well being. Both were children of poverty; both made their w a y 
upward through self-sacrifice and industry; both passed through 
schooling that had to be furthered by toil for means of livelihood, 
says the Minneapolis Journal. 
True, the boy who became President of the United States 
reached a college campus, and passed from that to a professional 
career grounded on his college training; whereas the boy who be­ 
came Prime Minister had to wrest his education from his meagre 
leisure, which never, however, seemed meagre to him so long as 
midnight oil held out. So their campus was a common one—that 
of the University of Hard Knocks. 
Ramsay MacDonald was thrown on his own when he was only 
twelve. 
But thanks to a dominie who had discerned the boy’s 
qualities, he continued toward an education, derived from wisely 
guided reading. 
All of the time, too, he was a student of that 
proper study of mankind— man. 
He was only nineteen when he* 
set out for London, and there his political career shaped itself 
from the beginning, largely because he continued his intensive 
study of social problems at first hand. 
The London venture began almost half a century ago; his first; 
work was addressing envelopes, his next a job in a warehouse. 
But within three years he became private secretary to a radical 
leader, and also turned to journalism. 
And he never went back 
to anything resembling an artisan’s job; his career remained in 
tile channels of political or semi-public life. 
His education, too, 
continued; it is continuing today, for as he travelled widely from 
the time of his marriage in 1896, so he is doing today, in his visit 
to America, what he has long doile, which is to seek the truth as 
he may see it, in other lands as well as his own. 
Ramsay MacDonald,'leader of the Labor Party, with policies 
that are frequently amazing his supporters by daring departures 
from their program, is a humanist visiting another humanist. He 
seeks, first of all, stability of the hearthstones that are the founda­ 
tion stones of nations, and he sees, as does his host of the moment, 
that world appeasement is the road to that security. 
The first British Prime Minister to visit a President at Wash­ 
ington, his personality and his achievements honor Labor in a1' 
lands, for they spring from humble beginnings and have been nur­ 
tured on consistent devotion to duty, as he sees it, toward man­ 
kind.

Waste and Weeds 


Weed pests and insect pests, both of which are in many cases 
of foreign origin, are emphasized in a statement by Dr. Carleton 
R. Ball, of the Department of Agriculture, in a report submitter 
to the Conference on Weed Prevention and Control organized bv 
the Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 
“Weeds levy an enormous annual tax on American agricul­ 
ture,” says Dr. Ball. “Probably this is comparable to the tax laid 
by plant diseases and insects but less fully recognized. 
“Most of our destructive weeds of field, pasture, orchard, 
lawn and garden.are introductions from the Old World. They are 
able to compete successfully with native plants and with crops. 
New weeds are constantly coming in. 
“Many weeds long since introduced and now widely distrib­ 
uted are sources of great loss through reduction of crop yields, 
through reduction of crop quality and through increased cost of 
farm operations. 
Some recent introductions show great possi­ 
bility of inflicting large losses. 
“It is recognized that no practicable type of seed or weed 
regulation will completely prevent the ultimate distribution of the 
weeds of the world so long as commercial seeds are moved in in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce. 
However, research, education 
and judicious regulation all are needed to aid in the control and 
eradication of weeds.” 
Reports to the conference indicate thai weed control work 
was reported in only l l states in 1928: Colorado, Idaho, Indiana, 
Kansas, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada. Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, 
Utah and Washington.
